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US Asks For UN- 
Embargo Against 
Communist China 


A _ Lake Success, May 3. 
The United States today proposed that all 
members of the United Nations should stop send- 
ing any arms, oil or strategic materials to Com- 


munist China, and that this embargo be 


promptly as possible. 


Started as 


_ The proposal was made by Mr Ernest Gross, Deputy 
United States representative st the United Nations, in the 
Additional Measures (Sanctions) Committee of the General 


Assembly. 


The United States proposal for an embargo included 


the following: 


(1) Arms, ammunition and implements 


of wur; (2) Petroleum; (3) Atomic energy material; (4) 
Items useful, in the production of arms and ammunition 


and implements of war. 


The United States — plan, 
whith was outlined {i the Com- 
mittee today, also’ envisaged 
the establishment of a special 
committee to keep watch on the 
operations of the embargoes 
imposed by various nations, 

_ The operation of the embar. 
foes imposed by various nations 
and the | question of which 
materinis should come under 
them would be left to the decl- 
slon of each Individual member 
of the United Nations. 

PROMISE EXPECTED 

But nations entering into a 
general sanctions agreement 
would be expected to promise 
not to ship to China any 
materials whieh were embar- 
goed by other nations “in the 
ngreement, : 

Mr Gross said his delegation 

would present a formal resolu- 
tion embodying this plan to the 
Sanctions Committee on Mon- 
day. ‘Later, it was intended to 
bring the entire matter before 
the Political Committee of the 
General Assembly. 
At today's meeting the repre- 
sentatives of Britain, France, 
Australia, Brazil, Belgium, Tur- 
key, Canada and the Philippines 
expressed their views’ .on the 
American proposals. fe, 

The Britlsh point of view was 
put to the Committee by Sir 
Gladwyn Jebb. He was sup- 
ported. in this by the Australian 

_and Canadian delegates. 

Sir Gladwyn, it was under- 
stood, expressed agreement in 
principle but said he theught 
‘that Its effect on Chinese 
economy might be slight, 

Hoe _snid Britain already 
exercised strict control “of “all 
materials which might help 
the Communist war effort, 


Sir Gladwyn, It wos under- 
ntood, was prepared to concede 
that the American plan “might 
have a good effect on the 
Chinese", 

On the other hand, he con- 
sidered also possible that any 
everall yanctions decision by 
the United Natlons might pre- 
Judice any possible negotiatlon 
for a peaceful sottlement, 

NO OPPOSITION 

At the meeting, which.. was 
held behind closed doors, it 
was understood that there was 
practicaliy no opposition to the 


substanee.of the American pro- 
gramme, But some membcrs, 
Including Britain, were’ under- 
stood to have raisctl doubts as 
to the question of -timing. 

They + thought that if the 
United Nations formally adopted 
an overal! programme of sanc- 
tlons this would account for 
one source, but it might “irritate 
and provok2 increased resis- 
tance om the part of Communist 
China.” 8 

It would appear that while 
accupting most of the prcegram- 
me, in ¢uct, they question che 
wisdom of making i legally ef- 
fretiwe by a formal General As~ 
sembly recommendation, tvith 
all its attendant pubdlicity.—

London, May 3. 

Mr Raymond Blackburn, 
an independent Member 
of Parlioment, today 
tabled a motion of censure 
en the Government for 
supplying strategic ma- 
terials to_China, — 

Mr Blackburn, who has talcen 
a leading part in the controversy 
over supplics ‘for’ China, also 
proposed to censure 
Emanuc!t = Shinwell, Defence 
Minister. 

Mr Blaockburn’s motion reads: 
“That this House censures His 
Majesty's Government for 
having authorised or permitted 
the export to China of 120,000 
tong of rubber between July, 
1950 and March 1951, and of 
3,430 tons of iron and steel, and 
monufactures thereof in the 
months of Janunry 
1951, of non-ferrous metals and 
‘manufactures thereof to the 
value of £57,000, of vehlicies 
tothe value of 271,000 and of 
other Strategic materials, includ- 
Ing electrical goods and appara- 
tus and other machinery in the 
same 'months,” 

The motion also censured the 
Minister of Defence for “his 
ignorance of the facts sot out 
fn thls motion and for persis- 
tently denying their truth ‘in 
contradiction of figures pub- 
shed ‘by the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, and the 
President of the: Board of 


Trade.”—Reuter.
